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COLD STORAGE 10/24/2022
September 2022 Highlights

Total natural cheese stocks in refrigerated warehouses on Septem-
ber 30, 2022 were down 1 percent from the previous month but up 1
percent from September 30, 2021.

Butter stocks were down 4 percent from last month and down 18
percent from a year ago.

Total frozen poultry supplies on September 30, 2022 were up slight-
ly from the previous month and up 10 percent from a year ago. Total
stocks of chicken were up 5 percent from the previous month and up 18
percent from last year. Total pounds of turkey in freezers were down 9
percent from last month and down 5 percent from September 30, 2021.

Total frozen fruit stocks were up 6 percent from last month and up
8 percent from a year ago.

Total frozen vegetable stocks were up 21 percent from last month
and up 1 percent from a year ago.

Total red meat supplies in freezers were up 1 percent from the pre-
vious month and up 17 percent from last year. Total pounds of beef in
freezers were up 2 percent from the previous month and up 19 percent
from last year. Frozen pork supplies were down slightly from the previ-
ous month but up 14 percent from last year. Stocks of pork bellies were
up 3 percent from last month and up 183 percent from last year.

BROILER HATCHERY 10/26/2022
Broiler-Type Eggs Set in the United States Up Slightly

Hatcheries in the United States weekly program set 235 million eggs in
incubators during the week ending October 22, 2022, up slightly from a
year ago. Average hatchability for chicks hatched during the week in the
United States was 80.0 percent. Average hatchability is calculated by
dividing chicks hatched during the week by eggs set three-weeks earlier.

Broiler-Type Chicks Placed in the United States Up 6 Percent

Broiler growers in the United States weekly program placed 188 million
chicks for meat production during the week ending October 22, 2022, up
6 percent from a year ago. Cumulative placements from the week ending
January 8, 2022 through October 22, 2022 for the United States were
7.92 billion. Cumulative placements were up 2 percent from the same
period a year earlier.

MISSOURI WEEKLY HAY SUMMARY 10/27/2022

Rains fell around the state with many areas reporting in the 1-3 inch
range. It has been so dry however, that the moisture was absorbed so fast
the creeks didn't even start to run and combines were back in the fields
the very next day. It's nearly impossible to drive any distance without
seeing a flatbed or a bumper hitch loaded with hay on the roads now.
Many farmers know they don't have enough for winter and currently
feeding so the market is pretty active. The supply of hay is light to mod-
erate and demand is moderate and prices mostly steady. The Missouri
